being a public burden would add. to the 
national strength, increase its commerce, 
and extend the biessings of christian 
civilization over lands whose forests and 
prairies are at present untrodden by the 
foot of man. Surely, they say, these 
starving thousands demand the care and 
sympathy of the rulers of the nation, 
and yet every appeal on their behalf ig 
met with cool indifference if not with a 
flat denial. One of the speakers at the 
Birmingham meeting placed the matter 
before his hearers in the following poiut- 
ed manner. He said: “ Supposing any 
working man had a son, and be went to 
the Poor-law guardians, avd asked for 
80 much a week us long as he lived, the 
guardians would say, * Who is your fa— 
ther?’ ‘Where do you come from? 
* Where do you belong to? It was quite 
right that such inquiries should be made, 
sod when another person wens before the 
House of Commons and esked for an an- 
nuity of £15,000 it was right for the 
House of Uummons to make similar ih- 
quiries, and ask, * Who are you, Prince 
Arthar?”
